be reſerved and made payable Quarterly, or Half-yearly, during the Continuance of 
the Terms thereby to be granted, the beſt and moſt improved yearly Ground-Rent 
or Rents, that, at the time of the making ſuch Leaſes reſpectively, can be reaſonably 
had or gotten for the ſame, without taking any Sum of Money or other thing, b 
way of Fine, Income, or Foregift; and ſo as the reſpective Leſſees, to whom ſi
